Excavation in Egypt Dis- 
cussed s 

LAST~NÎGHT 

Tutankhamen Should not 
Rest Undisturbed 

The second of Mie scries of five 
Intel-faculty debates conducted by the 
Literary -'«"1 Debating Society was 
bold in Iho lounge room of the Union 
last 'night. The teams of Science 
and "Commerce, both representing the 
pick of the class teams of their re- 
spective faculties Merc opposed. At 
eight-thirty p.m. II. O'Hagaii. ''resi- 
dent of the society took the class chair 
and announced the subject, "Hesolveil 
thai excavations in Tutankhamen's 
tomb should be continued." I toss. 
Mules, and i'ouibortoh of Science up- 
hold the affirmative while opposed lo 
them were the Commerce men. Portal. 
Han, and GrlmsoiL At. the conclu- 
sion Mr. McDormot, debating coach 
of the Literary and Debating Society, 
who acted as Judge rendered his de- 
cision in faveur of Science. Ross the 
first speaker on the affirmative at- 
tcmptcd'to give moral justification for 
excavation, holding that conducted as 
the investigations were the archaeolo- 
gists in no way violated the ancient 
religious beliefs of the Egyptians and 
that in any event they were saving 
the tomb from the inevitable plunder 
of Egyptian tomb robbers. 

Portal spoke first for the negative. 
Ue stressed tho great pains to which 
the rulers of that country went to 
prevent the disturbance of their corp- 
ses, the elaborate tombr*. and the 
curses layed upon any would-be in- 
J iruder. Concluding that these facts 
were evidence of religious belief. He 
then pointed out that there arc still 
in India, a large number of followers 
of the ancient religion, 'that disturb- 
ances had been felt there and thai lo 
the people of India In whose lives re- 
ligion is a very great factor, the fear 
of having their own tombs desecrated 
might supply 'he necessary spark to 
kindle the fire of revolt. 

I'emberton the second speaker for 
the affirmative enlarged on the 
historical importance of the excavation 
in some detail pointing out some prac- 
tical uses to which the finds would he 
put . 

The main tenor of Hart's speech was 
that the excavafisn was being carried on 
more in the manner of commercial 
exploitation than thai of scientific re- 
search .

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SPECIALIZATION AND GENERALIZATION 




Many of the students coming to college, have a particular bent 
or inclination towards some one or other of its numerous extra- 
curncular activities. Nearly every undergraduate, too, has the 
time to devote to one or two of these. The student who does not 
iakc part in some form of recreation is indeed rare. 

But there are a large number of men; and women for that 
matter, coming to the university for the first time who have not 
yet found their "metier." It is to these whose tastes have not yet 
developed along any particular lines that this editorial is directed, 
for it is within their power to be the means and instrument of 
building a bigger and greater University. Bigger and greater, not 
in the scholastic sense, but in the fields that though by no means 
as important, are looked upon by the outside world with practi- 
cally as much interest. Sport, Music, Dramatics, Literary work, 
these and their numerous subdivisions undoubtedly form an in- 
tegral part of university life and it is in the promotion of these 
that the newcomers can be of very great assistance. How? By 
delving lightly, in his first year, into as many fields of extra-curri- 
cular activity as his time will allow, the student is sure find at 
least one or two phases of undergraduate doings which he likes 
better than the rest, and by steady and consistent work at these, 
he will either develop a latent ability, or possibly create one where 
jt did not previously exist. 

The student who follows this plan will have spent the greater 
part of his free time in the first session "generalizing" and the 
latter part at specialization. He will return to college the next 
year a specialist in his line. Twenty fh'e hundred students could 
not possibly find that their leanings are in the same direction. 
Every activity is sure to be represented by greater or lesser 
numbers. 

« The result of this will be a' university whose every undertaking 
will be represented by men not only interested but who are well 
trained in the work they are doing. We should have a machine, 
if it may be so called, as nearly perfect as possible.

THE LATE DR. STIRLING 




With the passing of Dr. John W. Stirling, McGill, for the 
second time within a few days, has suffered a severe loss in the 
ranks of the professoriate. Dr. Stirling. Professor of Opthalmology 
and also Consulting Surgeon Oculist to the Royal Victoria Hospi- 
tal, was born in Canada and spent the greater portion of his life 
In serving his nation and his fellow beings by skilfully following 
the profession, to which he devoted himself heart and soul. After 
studying in the Old World, graduating from that famous medical 
school, Edinburgh, he returned to Canada and quickly made a 
name for himself among his co-workers. At the time of his death, 
Dr. Stirling was a recognized authority in his special branch of 
study, both on the continent of America and in Great Britain. 
iBut he more than possessed great knowledge, for he was a good 
teacher and was able to pass on to the coming medical generation 
; that which he himself had learned after years of study and labpuf. 
.Although his loss is felt throughout the entire University, the Far 
culty of Medicine especially feels the blow, and many will pay 
their last respects to their associate, their teacher, and their friend.

Topics Are "Mediaeval Uni- 
ver«itie»" and "Prince Hen- 
ry the Navigator"

The r..V.C. held a well atter.dcd 
meeting on Wednesday at which twa 
instructive and entertaining papers 
were read. 

The first paper was by Miss Eleanor 
Harbert on "Prince Her.ry of Portugal, 
the Navigator. In a.' very able man- 
ner Miss Harbert related the main 
facts of Prince Henry's life and esti- 
mated his importance in the advance- 
ment of geolocraphieal knowledge 
particularly that of tlie west coast of 
Africa. Princ« Henry is regarded as a 
i link between mediaeval and modern 
methods of navigation. In spite ot 
his contribution to knowledge and bia 
success against tiie Moore it is inter- 
esting to note that, he never went 
on- an expedition himself. Miss Har- 
bert related a few curious supersti- 
tions which were prevalent at thi* 
lime, such as the idea that the sun 
showered fiery flames upon the travel- 
lers, and that all Christians who pass- 
ed Cape Bajador became black.
